POUND STERLING. 


History of tho British NovorelKii »"<l Its 


The British sovereign, or pound 


sterling, is a legal tender to unlimited 
amount, and contains 113 grains of 
fine gold, alloyed with 2 grains of cop- 
per to every 2;! grains Gno. 
Under the 


act of 1816, when our silver standaid 
was abolished, the gold pound was 
made to constitute the solo unit and 
standard of value of our monetary 
system. 
Coins of gold first eame into 


use in the reign of Edward III., his 
"noble" being valued at 6s. 8d., but as 
it gradually inoroasod in valtio until it 
became 10s., Edward VI. roplat'pd tho 
former coin by .in "ingol," which con- 
tinued 
till the Commonwealth.

"mark" was a "double angel," valued 
at ISs. 4d. The name sovereign was

to the "doulilo royal"

CHICAGO, Nov. 8.— Every thing wai 


quiet around the county jail this morn- 
ins, and the officers on guard In anil 
about the building had an easier time ol 
it than lor several days past. Quite a 
number of friends of the various prisoneri 
were on hand at the usual visiting hour, 
but they were notified that the sherifl 
had issued orders abrogating all general 
visiting privileges until Mond*y of nex* 
week. 
Many of the visitors who had 


brought with them baskets ot clothes and 
changes of linen were greatly disap- 
pointed, but there was no appeal from 
the decision, and they were compeled to 
return home, 


The seven condemned men, who, under 


the sentence of the law have but three 
days of life remaining to them, were latu 
in rising, and especially on tho part of 
Spies and Parsons there was a total ab- 
sence of that cheerfulness of spiritswhich 
they have heretofore exhibited after a 
good night's rest. 


At eight o'clock a bill of fare from the 


Revere House restaurant was taken from 
cell to cell, and each prisoner was per- 
mitted to select what he wanted for the 
morning meal. Half an hour later the 
food was brought in, the cell doors were 
thrown wide open, and each meal was 
spread upon his table. All of them ate 
something, but Spies was the only one 
that gave evidence of a hearty appetite. 


When the attack upon the viands had 


concluded, the prisoners, with the excep- 
tion of Lingg. wore taken into the adjoin- 
ing corridor for a brief spell of exercise. 
A stalwart turnk -y walked on each side 
of each man, and they were strictly for- 
bidden to talk to each o"-her. 
Fifteen 


minutes were thus occupied. 
Then the 


men were returned to their cells, all ex- 
cept Fischer, who seated himself in the 
barber's chair. 
By some oversight the 


turnkey failed to stand guard over the 
chair. An open razor was lying upon tha 
shelf beneath the looking-class, and when 
the barber walked over to the water faucet 
some thirty 
feet away, an excellent 


opportunity was afforded the condemned 
man to seize the weapon and use it with 
instantly fatal effect upon his jugular. 
The little knot of reporters held their 
breath and pressed their faces to the rail- 
ing, but Fischer, with his eyes upon the 
weapon, sat as motionless as a statue nn- 
til the barber returned. Meanwhile, his 
wife had been admitted to the jail, and 
after the operation had been concluded, h« 
was permitted to talk to her through the 
netting of the cage as of old, except that 
a turnkey stood at his right hand and 
listened to every thing that passed. 


Nina Van Zandt, who looked evon more 


careworn and depressed than yesterday, 
came in with the hope of being able to 
gaze at her August through nine feet of 
space and two barred doors, and she was 
lifted to the seventh hoaven when her al- 
leged husband was brought down stairs 
and allowed to talk with her under th» 
same survoiljncs applied to Fischer. The 
latter's wife brought with her a basket 
filled with clean underclothing, and after 
it had been carefully shaken oat and ex- 
amined, it was taken to his cell. 


None of the rest of the prisoners had any 


visitors, and it is said that Mrs. Parsons 
has declared that she will make no fur- 
ther effort to see her lnubnnd, preferring 
to consider him as dead from this on. 


"When the reporters wore about to leave 


Chief Jailer Polz dscirtort to make a search 
of Lingg's cell. The bomb-maker 
was 


brought out into the cage and ordered to 
take off his coat and boots. Those were 
examined, and then a couple of day 
watchmen went through the remainder of 
his apparel, Lingg, meanwhile, regarding 
them with a smile. 


Meanwhile Jailer Folz was looking over 


the interior of the cell. Every nook and 
corner was searched, and every bit of 
paper was examined, but nothing of a 
dangerous character was found, and Folz 
contented himself with confiscating a 
couple of alarm clocks, which wore about 
the only portable things of any weight 
that remainod in the place. 


While the search was going on Lingg 


walked up and down outside tossing a few 
dimes from one hand to the other, and 
ever and anin casting the most fiendish 
glances at those who were watching him 
from the other inclosure. Once he caught 
sight of Engel peering through the bars 
of his cell and greeted him with a "good 
morning" in German. His fellow Anarch- 
ist made no audible reply. 
After he had

First a Whig, he naturally al- 
lied himself with the Republican party, 
and in all its campaigns, from 1856 to 
1884, his voice was heard in behalf of 
its platform and candidates. He was a 
natural orator, and Jew' men could hold 
an audience better. He had been a great 
reader, and had a most ma rvellous mem- 
ory, being able to quote at will page after 
page of poetry. 


He leaves a widow and two daughters.
